Changes in traffic control and 
junior safety patrol practices at 
Menlo Park’s Central school have 
been recommended by the Califor- 
nia State Automobile association 
and are being put into effect to 
decrease hazards for pupils, Princi- 

al Glen Smith disclosed yesterday. 

Four major points are included in 
the recommendations, which follow- 
ed a survey made by the association 
at the request of Robert Moore, in 
charge of traffic safety education 
for the Si Mateo county school 
office. They are: 

1. Moving the present loading 
zones on both sides of El Camino 
Real in front of the school so that 
parents taking children to Central 
will stop automobiles beyond 
rather than in front of the cross- 
walk. Changing from near-side 
to far-side stops would result in 
clear vision for motorists ap- 
proaching the crosswalk. 

2. Stationing the special police- 
man at the island in the center 
of El Camino Real rather than on 
a curbing. Stationed in the center 
island, the officer would have a 
better view of traffic and would be 
more readily seen by approaching 
drivers, the association report said. 
A signal-actuating push button is 
@situated on the center island, in 
addition to those on each curbing. 

3. School safety patrol members 
should remain at all times on the 
curb, where they can hold pupils in 
groups on the sidewalk until safe 
crossing is assured on a signal from 
the officer stationed on the center 
island. 

4. Adoption of shorter warning 
signs, conforming to established 
standards, for use by safety pat- 
@rol members. 

The report also pointed out that 
since the crossing now is protect- 
ed by signs, markings, signals, speed 
control, safety island, adult super- 
vision and the school patrol, im- 
proved protection should be accom- 
plished through modification of 
existing controls and _ practices, 
rather than by imposition of addi- 


_ tional measures. 


Smith said Police Chief George 
Potter has instructed the school 
@atrol in the recommended new 
procedure and that other changes 
are in process of being accom- 
plished.

MP Resident, Former AMG Official, 
Sees Hope For A Continuing Peace 


Editor’s note: Last January, 
John B. Canning returned to his 
home at 646 Partridge avenue, 
Menlo Park, after serving as chief 
of the food and agricu'ture branch 
of the U. S. military government 
in Germany. In a RECORDER 
interview, he said at that time 
that success of the Berlin Airlift 
placed our nation in a better bar- 
gaining position for removal of 
the Russian blockade of Berlin. 
Witn such removal now agreed 
upon as result of U. S.-Soviet 
talks, the RECORDER as‘sed Mr. 
Canning to write an interprctive 
story based on his observations. 
We are proud to present the fol- 
lowing exclusive article by the 
former Stanford professor. 


The Berlin Airlift now promises 
to pay off. If we and the British 
had not thrown in our great air 
transport fleets we should have 
been immediately faced with two 
alternatives, both of which were 
dangerous not only to the Western 


‘Powers but also to the rest of the 


world: We could have resorted to 
force to keep the highways, canals 
and railways open or, alternatively, 
the Western Powers could have 


turned over the western sectors «7 


Berlin to the Soviet military admin- 
istration. If we had chosen force 
we might now be at war. If we 
had withdrawn we could not have 
built up our bargaining pos.tion. 
The great service of the Airlift 
was not wholly or even chiefly to 
the two million Germans of the 
western sectors of Berlin. They 
do not differ significantly from 
other Berliners. They would prob-

ably have been even better sup- 
plied by the Soviet zone and its 
foreign trade—especially in fuel 
and in raw materials for building 
construction and 
cessing. 

Even the greatest single day’s 
airlift thus far (13,000 tons on 
Easter Sunday) is much smaller 
than the average daily freight re- 
quired to promote rebuilding anu 
economic revival of western Berlin. 
What was important was the pros- 
pect for the twenty million Ger- 
mans of the Soviet Zone and Ber- 
lin. If we had withdrawn, the Elbe 
would now be an_ international 
frontier. East of that river Soviet 
policy would have crystallized. 

Instead, it curdled; for the coun- 
ter blockade really crippled not on- 
ly the Soviet zone but also the satel- 
lite states which sorely need to

The special election was set ahead 
of the regular school board elec- 
tion May 20 in order to give the 
trustees additional time to work on 
the budget and tax rate for the 
1949-50 fiscal year, which will be 
affected by the election result. 

The proposal Tuesday is to re- 
place the present $1.10 permissive 
lvy for capital outlay with a 60-cent 
rate for all purposes, including con- 
struction and acquisition of ground, 
now covered by the $:.10 permissive 
tax. 

The 60 cent rate, added to the 
current 90 cents for general pur- 
poses, would result in a maximum 
levy of $1.50.

THE SCHOOL TAX ELECTION 


Voters of the Menlo Park elementary school district will 
be asked on Tuesday, May 10, to decide whether the district’s 
tax basis shall be changed from the present permissive maxi- 
mum rate of $2 to $1.50 by rescinding a current capital out- 
lay levy and substituting one for general purposes. 


The school board’s proposal is this: 

Eliminate the present $1.10 permissive rate for capital 
outlay (construction and acquisition of ground) with a straight 
60-cent levy for all purposes, including construction as well 
as ordinary operations. Added to the present 90-cent rate 
for general purposes, the total tax would be $1.50. 
Currently, 76 cents of the permissive $1.10 rate is charg- 


ed, making a total rate of $1.66 when added to the 90-cent 
levy. 


half of a mile. One-eighth of the 
corridors will be enclosed.

The present $1.10 permissive rate for capital outlay has 
two years yet to run, after which, if there is no change mean- 
time, there would remain only the 90-cent tax for general 
purposes. 


Should the permissive rate be eliminated and the 60-cent 
overall levy be adopted by Tuesday's vote, the latter rate would 
continue for five years before being dropped from the $1.50 
total.

JOBLESS PICTURE BRIGHTENS 


At least a partial answer to the inveterate viewers-with- 
alarm who are losing sleep over the decline in employment 
is offered in a month-end report by the San Francisco Bay 
Area Council, which leads off with these words: 

“The decline in work-openings and the downward read- 
justments in employment levels that have marked the national, 
state and Bay area employment picture in the past several 
months appear to be leveling off, with every indication or 
an uptrend in job opportunities and higher levels of employ- 
ment in the next 30 days.” 

Dated April 29, the report is based on a spot-check on 
current employment in the Bay area made by the council, 
which has a staff trained in such work. The review was de-

ment offices in principal cities of the nine Bay area counties. 

The council drew this conclusion, the quotes being those 
of its general manager, Frank E. Marsh: 

‘The Bay area employment outlook tends toward the more 
favorable side in a majority of community reports, especially 
as new seasonal job openings develop. The pickup in con- 
struction and farm jobs, and the decline in layoffs originally 
caused by a year-end slackening in Bay area plant and shop 
activities, seem to balance up for a better long range employ- 
ment level for the next three to six months.” 


Included in the spot check was the Palo Alto office of the 
employment service, which generally handles jobless insurance 
claims and employment applications for southern San Mateo 
county. 

The Palo Alto office had this to report: 

“Improvement in employment conditions in the area was 
evident in March .. . prospects for employment for many of 
the building construction workers are improving . . . the out- 
look is encouraging.”
